The 
d ep artm en t 
in­ 
vestigated the schools last Decem ­ 
b er on request of Holmes County 
school officials. 
The d e p a rtm e n t’s report left It 
up to Holmes County officials as 
to what further action to take. By 
law, however, Holmes County is 
obliged to put the Amish children 
in other schools because of the 
state findings. 
However, the state attorney gen­ 
eral has ruled that the Amish are 
entitled to a form al hearing and 
should have been notified they can 
appeal through the courts. Neither 
has been done. 
Holt concluded that “ since the 
Amish school authorities have not 
filed , an 
application for a 
high 
school 
charter, 
we 
believe 
no 
further action by the (state school) 
board at this tim e is necessary ."

O f Trust, Labor Laws 


NEW YORK (AP)—The Steel­ 
workers Union has charged the 
steel industry with violating the 
antitrust laws and labor relations 
laws and asked the government 
to investigate. 
Arthur J. Goldberg, the union's 
general counsel, said law viola 
tions are involved in industry dis­ 
closures of plans it may invoke 
to deal with a possible July I in­ 
dustry strike. 
Goldberg outlined his charges in 
letters to Atty. Gen. William Rog­ 
ers and to Jerome D. 
Penton, 
general counsel of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 
The 
union’s 
general 
counsel 
said he wanted to emphasize that 
the union had mapped no strike 
strategy in the event no contract 
agreements are achieved before 
present pacts expire June 30. 
He said this strategy, when and 
if necessary, will be decided by 
the union’s Policy Committee. 
But Goldberg said that as union 
general counsel he had to protest 
against apparent industry strike 
arrangements that he considered 
to be illegal. 
Goldberg did not request that 
formal Taft-Hartley Act charges 
be brought mow against the in­ 
dustry. 
He wrote the NLRB, however, 
the union wants the government 
agency to keep abreast of the 
situation so that if only one or 
two steel companies are ventually 
struck, and other steel firms close 
down voluntarily in sympathy, the 
NLRB could move fast. 
John F. Murray, a Pittsburgh 
official of the union, said the un­ 
ion “is eventually going to win its 
demands even if we have to strike 
to do it.”

Why is it that some drugs which 
were so helpful in the fight against 
microlx** a scant few years ago ! 
are now of little help in many cas­ 
es ^ 
Why is it that the spread of anti­ 
biotic 
resistant staphylococcus 
bacteria is now a cause for con- ] 
cern” 
Tile answer is simple, although 
the explanation for the answer is 
somewhat more complicated. 
Hie fact is that we have not yet 
conquered 
the 
disease 
microbe. 
We have made great inroads and 
our control is growing tighter But 
it is not complete 
Here’s why : 
The biological process of natural 
selection affects microbe® as well 
as humans. 
Human generations are spaced 
about 20 year* apart 
Microbe®, 
however, act 
at 
a tremendously 
faster rate The streptococcus, for 
example, produces a new* goner 
ation every 35 minutes and the tu 
be coniosis bacillus every two days. 
Thus. the microbes have a much 
faster ability than man to produce 
mutants, 
strains 
which 
appear 
spontaneously and are able to stir 
vive hostile changes 
in environ 
merit 
Therefore, the presence of 
an antibiotic deadly to their non 
mutant relatives, is not harmful to 
Un* new generation 
Let s lake an example 
Microbes cause an infection 
A 
physician administers an antibio 
lie which strikes the 
micro he* a 
fatal blow 
by 
either 
interfering 
with their nutritional or re prod tic 
tne precess 
All the 
millions 
of 
microbes causing the infection are 
wiped out 
all except one 


Because of 
mutation this 
mi­ 
crobe produces a substance which 
inactivates the antibiotic. That is 
Hie only resjieet in which it differs 
from 
the 
others 
which 
were 
destroyed. But that is enough. 
This microbe begins the repro­ 
duction process and all of its pro­ 
geny inherit the ability to inacti­ 
vate the antibiotic. In the course of 
time—it doesn’t take long — this 
new microbial colony produces an 
other infection. 
VV hen the same antibiotic is used 
again, it has no effect, and another 
antibiotic must be tried. 
Fortunately, new antibiotics such 
as Albamycin and others are tieing 
constantly produced and we con­ 
tinue to gain rn our war against 
the microbes. But it appears to be 
a never ending struggle.

A J A . : What are the symptoms 
of low blood pressure and what ef­

Veterans Group 
Recalls Origin 


ST. LOUIS ( A P ) - The Am en 
can Legion, its 
seed 
planted 
rn 
France in the twilight of the nrst 
World W ar, is celebrating its 40th 
anniversary. 


Praised for service to veteran* 
and 
the 
community, 
the 
legion 
also has been criticized on charges 
of ultra - nationalism, governmen­ 
tal meddling and too much con­ 
vention horseplay. 


But its critic* cannot deny the 
influence and power of the legion 
with its 2,814.000 members. 


The U.S. Arm y high command 
provided the spur for the birth of 
the legion. 


After Germ any had been defeat­ 
ed, discontent arose in the Am en 
can Expeditionary Force. The war 
was over and the doughboys want­ 
ed to go home. 


The Arm y high command, seek­ 
ing 
to 
rub 
out this 
discontent, 
called 20 National Guard and Re 
serve officers to a Paris meeting 
aimed at finding ways to end the 
soldiers’ 
grumbling. 
There 
was 
talk and some recommendations. 
But some officers were thinking 
farther ahead. 
One 
was 
Lt, 
Col 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
Jr ., 
son 
of the 
26th 
President. 
Roosevelt 
had 
been 
thinking of a veterans’ organiza 
Don 
long before the high 
com­ 
mand moved to still the foot sol­ 
diers’ complaints. 
With Roosevelt the prime force, 
the 20 men formed a unit 
and 
spread the word that a meeting 
w’ould be held March 15, 1919 in 
Paris. 
Some 1,000 officers and enlisted 
men flocked to Paris to a caucus, 
March 15-17, and the legion was 
on its way. 
In the United States, there fol­ 
lowed an 
intensive campaign 
to 
acquaint veterans 
with 
the 
pro­ 
posed organization. 
In St. Louis 
on M ay 7, 1919 a general caucus 
of each state was held. 
The 
legion 
was 
chartered 
by 
Act of Congress and the charter 
convention was held in M innea­ 
polis Nov. 10-12, 1919 
This Saturday Legionnaires will
